Some ofthe Resources and Froductions 
of the Cousty. as Shown by the 
Assessor's Report. 


In 1880 there were 12,260 acres of 
land eoclosed in this county, while we 
had 18,800 under cultivation. The 
876 in wheat produced 9,636 bushels; 
the 650 in barley. produced 7,150 bush-

500 gallons were made. Of live stock, 
we had as fullows: 2650 horses, 390 
mules, 2 asses, 1,684 cows, 326 calves, 
12,068 beef cattle, 65 oxen, 59 bulls, 
51,085 sheep and lambs, 6,527 Cash- 
mere and Angora goats, 580 hogs, 
4,767 chickens, 224 turkeys, 32 geese, 
$20 ducks, snd 210 hives of bees, pro- 
duciog 16,380 pounds of honey. 

We had 1 grist mill, with 3 run of 
stone; 2 steam and one water power 
sawmills: 12,000,000 feet of lumber 
was sawed,and 800,000 shiogles made. 
There were two planing and two 
quartz mills. The assessor reports 14 
irrigating ditches; aggregating 124 
miles in length, and irrigating 13,900 
acres. There are 2 railrosds—77.15 
miles—assessed at $694,550; 5 wood 
flumes—44 miles. Of the land io the 
county, 28,400 acres are agricultaral, 
206,400 grazing, 41,201 timber, and 92, 
160 mineral. Of transplanted fish,there 
are 200 catfish in Boyuton's slough 
and 300 iu Washoe lake; 100 McCloud 
river trout ia Washve lake,and 200,000 
in the Truckee river. Our assessed 
value of real estate is $2,339,700; per- 
sonal property, $1,162,750.

SIERRA VALLEY. 


Heavy Reins aud Mild Weather—Cattle 
Men Diseatisfied—Rallrond Projects 
Dliscus- ed. 


Loya.ton, Sierra Valley, Cal., 
Jan. 16, 1881. 

Editor Gazette:—Rain has been fall- 

ing here for three or four days, and 


seen- | last evening snow fell on the mud to 


the depth of six inches, but the warm 
sun wilt soon convert it into water. 
The weather has been warm and fine 
fora month. The frost is out of the 
ground, and the ranchers can plow as 
soon as the ground dries up. The 
mud and bad weather make it very 
dull about the villages in this valley. 
Even poker is not as good on account 
of disagreeable weather. 

The Loyalton Literary Society are 
preparing to give an entertainment 
some time in February for the purpose 
of raising money to create a charitable 
fund, as we, like all other people, can 
find enough places in which to disburse 
such funds. 

The roads are horrible between here 
and Sierraville, and the Summit. The 
warm weather does not suit the cattle 
men, and as cattle feeding and driving 
is the principal business of the valley 
at this season of the year, the business 
men are not in a very pleasant mood. 
The reason is that the warm weather 
makes it bad for feeding large bands 
of stock, and the warm weather and 
rain will bring early grass in the lower 
country, and thus make early beef, 
and lower the price of mountain beef. 
There seems to be always something 
to cause grumbling and pecuniary 
losses toone class or another of our 
people. 

Our people are talking railroads 
just now. The latest project is for a 
railroad to run from Truckee into this 
valley, and the people are very much 
divided as to the benefits or losses to 
be derived therefrom. A railroad 
into this valley would certainly benefit 
it,and if we have one from Truckee 
into the large body of timber on the 
west and north of the valley, it would 
make a home market for all our pro- 
ducts, instead of being obliged to haul 
everything to Truckee or Reno. The 
damage it would do to Sierraville, 
where the village of 100 inhabitants 
now stands, is pnrely imaginary, as 
the town would move to the depot, in 
case the road did not run through the 
village, and that depotthen would be 
a shipping point lor butter, eggs, hay, 
poultry, grain and freight for the en- 
tire east and north sides of the valley, 
and ten teams und twenty men would 
be found there then, to one now. 
Your correspondent Sim! says the road 
would “not raise the price of bay or 
grain, as the road would not reach the 
logging camps.” The railroad would 
cause many a large logging camp to 
spring up, that would require tons of 
hay and grain where pounds are not 
consumed no, aud Sierraville would be 
the nearest railroad station to Sierra 
City and Downieville; and thus create 
a large demand, (if not higher prices), 
which teamsters would supply, and 
the entire timber belt on the north 
and west of this valley would be alive 
with busy lumbermen, and ev 8- 
iness man and rancher would be bene- 
fited. What signify the expense and 
cost of moving the very small town 
of Sierraville to the depot, as the cost 
would be made up in one or two sea- 
sons by the increased business? ‘The 
freighting and staging to that village 
now is very trifling. It is a quick 
cash market we want. Only a little 
grain is raised at Loyalton, but the 
home market is hardly sufficient for 
the amount raised. I think a railroad 
will enter this valley ere long, either 
from Truckee, or by a branch from 
the Nevada & Oregon road, at the 
Summit; and, as Loyalton is to be left 
out of the line in either case, we can 
only wish for a road to the nearest 
poiot where there will be business 
enough to support the best depot or 
town, and certainly this would be at 
Sierraville or Randolph, as the timber 
there is valuable, and we have nothing 
but a few ranchers to support a town. 
While I have no doubt but that the 
sound ofa railroad whistle would be 
disagreable to a few in this valley, it 
would be a general benefit, and create 
new enterprises, and change the slow, 
monotonous routine of business to 
some extent. The railroad would sot 
prevent the grasshoppers from coming, 
but it would make an easier way to 
get out and away from them.

Fun in the Assembly—An Amusing De- 
bate en a Resolution, 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 19. 

In the Assembly to-day the first 
reading file was taken, and 4 concur- 
rent resolution, asking Garfield for 
representation in his Cabinet, brought 
ot an amusing dis us on. Howard was 
willing to vote for the resolution, if 
the name of Geo. C. Gorham was in- 
serted ; while several Republicans ob- 
jected te the resolution because they 
were afraid Garfield would appoint a 
Democrat.

A Great Olli Fire’ 
PaiLape pata, Jaa. 18. 

About 2:30 this morning one of the 
tanks at the Atlantic Oil Refinery, 
Poiot Breeze, exploded with a terrific 
force, and the burning oil was scatter- 
ed in every direction. The concus- 
‘sion broke windows a mile distant, 
and the flames spread rapidly, not 
only to the adjoining tanks but to the 
wharf and shipping. A dispatch 
from the immediate vicinity, at 9:15 
A. M., says the entire place is on fire. 

There are two loaded vessels in the 
stream Opposite the works, which are 
burning, namely, the Competition, 
with filled cases, and the Maryland, 
with filled barrels. One of the city 
ice boats has gone to their assistance. 
The wharves are all in flames and the 
employes havé been compelled to 
leave the office. The fire originated 
in an agitator. The explosion was 
heard and felt at the extreme north- 
ern points of this city and as far down 
the river as Chester. The last great fire 
at the works occurred in June, 1878. 
All the shedding along the wharves is 
now on fire and the destruction of the 
whole works greatly depends on the 
force and direction of the wind. 

LATER. 

The fire is now under control. It 
has been confined to the wharves and 
warehouses. Eleven thousand barrels 
of the Standard Oil Company's oil 
was burned. 


Free Fightat a New Mexico Ball. 
Las Veoas, Jan. 18. 

At a ball given by the Mexicans of 
Los Mula, this county, on Saturday 
night, eight Americans attended. A 
bitter feeling was engendered between 
the two nationalities and a free fight 
took place. Doc. Hodges and Frank 
Smith, two Americans, were mordered 
in cold blood. Hodges was shot twice 
in the head and once in the chest, and 
his body snatched by the Mexicans. 
His remains were found the next day, 
burned to a crisp. Smith's body was 
also carried away, being found next 
day, perforated with bullets, and his 
skull crushed. One Mexican was kill- 
ed and several wounded. The feeling 
among the tie choppers is at a fever 
heat,and a conflict may result between 
the two factions.
